Stephen's’ College. He said that it was 
a College for Chinese boys, controlled 
by. 2’ Jocal Council. Except. for a con- 
tribution from the C.M.S, it was entirely 
dependent on .fees paid by tr. students. 
The College was run on the jines of an 
English public school, apart fom the 
fact that no Latin nor Greek was taught. 
The Scriptures were read every morning 
and: every afternoon the doctrines of 
Confucius. were studied. Thus it was 
moulded on the lines of on English 
public school. | Sir -Frederick Lugard, at 
the' school prize-giving, had~ suggested 
the founding of the University and at 
the opening of the University 50% of the 
undergraduates were from St. Stephen's 
College. Mr. Hewitt stated that it was 
a school for the sons of those Chinese 
gentlemen who wanted an education for 
their zons‘wheh would build up character 
on a Christian’ foundation. An’ effort 
had. been -made to collect 8600,000 from 
the community ‘just before the strike 
started, and so far they had $300,000 in

others boys. in -the orphanage and the 
school in the last few years has ineteas- 
ed by 30%, 0 ‘ ; 
: The boss having rapidly outnumbered 
the girls, the latjer had been withdrawn 
in 1882 when Fdirles Girls” Schoo! was 
' opened. , A, foo ats : 

In 1991 there were 13 different nation- 
alities represented in the’ school. 

Mr. Featherstone then mentioned the 
good work dorte by the old boys, one of 
whom was: on’ the -Legislative Council. 
He also anid that the Chinese language 
was compulsory in the school. Attend- 
ance at Church was voluntary. 

He concluded by inviting all those. 
present ..to come and see the new" school 
and to.help the orphanage and also said 
that about 200,000 was wanted, for the 
new building scheme in Kowloon. 


DIOCESAN QIRLS’ SCHOOL. 


Miss Sawyer then related that the 
Diocesan Girls’ Schoo! was founded. in 
the sixtieg.

Bishop Hoare theh» de- 
cided’ to start the present gchool. e 
school is run, as nearly as possible, on 
the lines of an, English School. Every 
| morning the pupils attend a Scripture 
lesson. “There. are two kindergarten” 
classes, ’ and ; eight. ordinary . classes 
gradually working up to Matriculation 
standard. Girls have entered for the 
Hongkong matriculation, hut the. ma- 
jority, unfortunately leave the schoo! too 
soon. In 1900 there were 24 boarders and 
two or three day girls. At the present 
bres there are°37 boarders’ and 153 day 
girls. we Bos 

Miss Sawyer went one to'say that the 
Government had.recently, granted’ them 
athe. piece of land. adjoining the school. 
She believed that games played an im-. 
portant part in ‘the girls’ education. 
They‘ developed a sporting’ spirit and 
encouraged “esprit de corps.”

In this way a false notion of the sacred:

uniform inspiration and authority, .not 


.| only ‘found ‘entrance into the mind of the 


Church but was firmly rooted and estab- 
Fished’ there through "this Latinising pro- 
cess, and, ‘the substitution of a singular 
for a plural word to designate the agssem- 
-bled Scriptures. “ 


In the days of Christ such an error 
could not eo: easily be made: with respect 
to the Scriptures then held ja honour. 
In every synagogué there was. a book- 
press, held ‘more_ sacred .than all .the 
sacred building. Usually it occupied a 
recess Screened by a curtain. “Always, 
during worship, it was adorned with a 
species of canopy. This. press contained 
the precious manuscripts rolfed, up: care- 
fully and,.“Wwrapped in beautiful cloths, 
deemed more sacred than the press, be- 
couse in closer contact with the ‘sacred 
rolls. . 


PLURALITY OF COMPOSITIONS. 


The number of. Rolls, would probably 
vary a little, but, so far as I can ascey-" 
tain, the orthodox practice was to have 
the ‘Torah—the Luw—the frst five books 
in our Bible—inacribed on one long rol 
This was the oldest collection of books and 
the most holy, and the handling of it was 
accompanied by evidences of the highest 
reverence. The next collection was not 
80 old and came secotd in order of esteem. 
Tt waa called ‘The Prophets” and was 


subdivided into ‘' The Former Prophets "| 


Joshuah, Judges, Samuel, Kings and 
“The Latter Prophets.” Isaiah, Jeremiah, 
Ezekie! and The Twelve.
